Atlanta, Gi., July 26.—An Associated P.-ess dispatch 


from London says that the American steamer Leelanaw, 
which sailed from Archangel, July 8, for Belfast, Ireland, 
with a cargo of flax, was sunk today by a German submar- 
ine off the Northwest coast of Scotland. 


All the members of the crew of the Leelanaw were 


saved. They were brought into Kirkwal in their own 
beats. The Leelanaw was owned by the Leelanaw Ship 
Company of New York. She was formerly the Ernwell, 
and was 280 feet long, and 1,924 gross tons. 


The Leelanaw left Galveston, Texas, May 5, and New 


York May 17 with a cargo of cotton for Archargel. Early 
in June the was detained bv the British at Kirkwall because 
her cargo was consigned by way of Gothenburg, Sweden, 
which country fot bids the export of cotton. Having dis-1 "^'^ 
charged her cargo at Archangel, the Leelanaw was return-1 hoim, 
ing when sunk.
